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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert that Sirimanne element 1 1 0 is 
not a surgical sponge. This argument is not persuasive because that reference specifically refers to the body of the device as being a 
sponge or constructed of spongy material at col. 2, line 62; col. 8, line 60; col. 9, lines 7 and 16; col. 11, lines 56, 61 and 67 and col. 12, 
line 8. The sponge material is porous and does not differ from the plain meaning of the term sponge. The words of a claim must be given 
their plain meaning unless such meaning is inconsistent with the specification. MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 . Applicant's specification does not 
provide a definition of a surgical sponge that differs from that of a conventional sponge. Applicants assert that Sirimanne does not 
disclose three spherical radiopaque markers being closely grouped together. This argument is not persuasive because the reference in 
fig. 1D shows three markers that are closely grouped, one of which is speherical. Making all of the markers spherical would increase their 
total mass and make them easier to locate by X-ray. Applicants assert that the markers are not closely grouped together, however this is 
a relative term, the markers of the reference can be reasonably interpreted as being close together . 
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
